Iv those who, in response to the invitation sent out by the 
Deputies, propose to attend the meeting fixed for the 21st inst., intend 
to do so with the purpose of assisting, so far as they are able, the 
setting up in Palestine of a Jewish National Home, as contemplated 
by the Mandate, a real step forward will have been made in Jewish 
National endeavour. But it is impossible so to regard their object; 
aud indeed if that were their intention it would not be feasible 
to carry it out. Because, involved in this extended Agency 
plan, as it is called, there is the “ pact” that has been made with 
\merican non-Jewish Nationalists who have specifically entered 
into the commanding position they occupy in relation to the 
scheme on the clear understanding that they are not to be 
called upon to promote or help forward the main object of 
the Mandate. We expect that there will be many, who will attend 
the meeting called by the Duputies, who are equally opposed to a 
‘ewish National settlement in Palestine, as are our Jewish brethren 
who have ranged themselves behind Mr. Louis MARSHALL in this 
inatter, Elsewhere we reprint from yesterday's Jewish World an 
article upon the’ question which we ‘think should convince those 
who carefully read it that only anyone who is in favour of the 
vuilding up in Palestine of a Jewish National Home in the sense of 
* political entity there, can reasonably or consistently take any 
part whatsoever in the proposed extended Jewish Agency. To ask 
‘hose to do so, whe are averse from Jewish Nationalism, under the 
‘utrue pretext that Jewish Nationalism is not here contemplated, 
‘nd merely for the purpose of presenting a false show of 
unity, means, as the article insists, a cheapening, a de-souling, 
* debasing of the idea upon which the Zionist Movement 
chiefly rests, and as all Jewish Nationalists must believe, 
one of the chiet-agsets of Jewistr ideology. It is not often that we 
lind ourselves in agroement with the so-called “ Liberal” section of 
Jewry, But we aré bound to gay that in refusing to compromise 
their principles, however much we may disagree from those 


principles, by joining in am endeavour which is for the purpose 
of promoting that to which they-are conscientiously opposed, they 
have taken a lofty and a respect-compelling attitude. That tribute 
we cannot pay either to Jewish Nationalists, who, for one reason or 
another, desire to “rope in” all and sundry irrespective of the views 
and opinions they actually hold, as if those opinions coincided with 
their own—an utterly disingenuous proceeding—or to those non- 
Jewish Nationalists who although opposed to it desire to be associated 
or, rather, not to remain unassociated with the greatest movement 
in Jewry since the forced exile of our people from their National 
being was begun—a movement which finds proportionately far 


more favour amouy non-Jews than even among Jews.

Russian Jewry. 


THANKS to the kindly efforts made by Jews in various paris 
of the world outside Soviet Russia—in this country by the Cuter 
Rappi—our brethren there stand a fair chance of having Matzot 
during the coming Passover. That, to be sure, is something ; but the 
success of the beneficient enterprise will not we hope blind Jews to 
the parlous condition that exists for our Russian brethren. Our 
columns this week, as in many weeks recently, are in this respect 
sorry, indeed tragic, reading. A veritable complex has been set up 
bya concatenation of circumstances. For the most part they are 


the aftermath of the War and the Revolution in Russia, which in itself 


was one of the grimmest of the War's harvests. That anti-Judaism 
is any less prevalent throughout Russia, or that anything like a 
change of heart among the Russian people towards Jews bas occurred, 
every scrap of news shows to be an utterly untenable belief. We 
all hoped that such might eventuate from . the downfall of the 
autocracy. We see now how the repressive measures that were 
undertaken by the TsAr’s Government were, as Russian Statesmen 
were never tired of insisting, probably but an attempt on the part 
of the Russian Government to meet the demands of the Russian 
people. How far Russian absolutism created those demands or 
inspired them, is another question. The Soviet Government, for 
obvious reasons, is doing its best to repress this anti-Jewish feeling, 
but it meets with little suceess. And that is not wonderful seeing, it 
has to be admitted, thatthe most virulent of anti-Jews are precisely 
the Government's keenest supporters; Je wish Communists who bave, 
while adopting Bolshevism, rejected all association with the Jewish 


religion. Thus, Jewish Communist organs are at this moment protest- 
, ing against Jews being allowed even the supply of Matzot from abroad, 


urging that they are thus being brought into contact with Jews who 
abide by the Jewish faith. And jt bas to be noted that the Jewish 
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scttlements, which so unwisely in our view have been set up in 
Russia mainly by the aid of American Jewish beneficence in the 
hope that their establishment would shield our people both sroma 
economic distress and spiritual harassment—that they would in 
fact form nuclei of Jewish sentiment and Jewish feeling—are now 
the targets of bitter attack not least by the faithless Jews to whom 
wo have referred. These colonies are declared to be a danger to the 
Soviet Republic for the very reason that they will tend to maintain 
religious adherence among those who settle in them. And 
so the wretched, miserable tale drags on! It is a dire 
‘misfortune, palliated scarcely at all by the importation into Russia 
of Passover cakes and mitigated but little by the beneficent inten- 
tion which inspired the Jewish colonies there. “The anti-Jewish 
propaganda must be continued with all possible vigour,” is the cry of 


- these recalcitrant Jews, who are foolish enough to imagine that 


they have secured freedom and liberty, because they have rejected 
the Jewish faith and placed themselves within the tyrannous bonds 
of atheism and the negation of spiritual enlightenment. “A 
tremendous counter-attack” against what is called Jewish clericalism 
that is invading the new Jewish Colonies is called for, and our 
people who have been moved from their wretched homes and the 
difficult conditions in which they were environed, now find them- 
selves in even more wretched case, their very souls they cannot, 
must not, call their own. It is a sorry and a disheartening, truly a 
disquieting, outlook. But it bas to be realised; even if we are 
helpless in the face of what is shaping surely; and, we fear, all too 
swiftly, into deeper and deeper disaster. 


Irreligion in the United States. 


We Jews in this country have nothing to boast about on the 


score of religious fealty. The most casual review of the situation 
would show an appalling laxity, certainly if judged by orthodox 
standards, and an appalling indifference, judged by any standards at 
all. None the less, it is useful to note what is happening in that 
vast aggregation of Jews in the United States, where every con- 
ceivable device for keeping Jews, even if it be but nominally, 
within the faith, has apparently been tried, and where most are 
said to have been found so lamentably deficient. This fact’ was 
brought into evidence the other day at a convention of the Union of 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations of America, held in New York, at 
the Yeshiba College. Itrepresented some twahundred and sixty Jewish 
Congregations. It would not have been remarkable to find in such 
a gathering a condemnetion of unorthodox Judaism. But what is 
something of a portent is to find a man like Mr. NATHAN StrRavs, 
one of tho finest of living Jews, attending that Conference, although, 
as he explained, he betonged to one of the first Reform Congrega- 
tions in America, and explaining his presence by saying that he was 
there to say how disappointed he was with the second generation of 
Reform Jewish Youth and to express his belief that only in the 
more intensive orthodox Jewish training could be found a stimulat- 
ing religious influence for the growing generation of Jews. Mr. 
STRAUS expressed the hope that all groups of Jews would strive 
towards that end Whatever may be thought of the opinion 
thus ventured, coming as it does from such a man, one 
whose experience of Jews and Judaism is almost unrivalled, his 
words must give us furiously to think. If we may be permitted to 
say so, What we miss in Mr. STRAvus’s message however, is some 
explicit encouragement to Orthodox Judaism to recognise its own 
potentialities and to shape and mould Jewish practice in accordance 
with its principles, while yielding not an iota of its essentials to 
modern needs and modern requirements. Perhaps, however, this 
is what waa in the mind of this prince of Jewish philanthropists 
when he spoke of the working towards the end he envisaged by 
all the religious groups in Jewry. If so, then we hope his 


words may bear good fruit. That, indeed, ought to be the 


sincerest aspiration of every true Jew. There are many 
elements that must be maintained if Judaism as a religion, or 
if Jews as a people, are to continuc to exist. But we are 
convinced that not the least important of them is the fitting of 
what goes by the name of Jewish Orthodoxy to the needs and 
. demands of the Jews to whom it would appeal. Otherwise spiritual

Husbands and Wives.

. T: relations between Jewish husbands and wives are not 


as they were once upona time.” Thus a friend of mine 

comp!ained to me regretfully a few days ago. With the 

wise man’s adjuration always fast in my mind, I am 
‘aclined to discount the “grousing” which bases itself upon regret 
that other times were so much better than tlie present. Sir Francis 
Burnand is credited with a classical application of the same idea. 
“Posxcn,” an acqaaintance once remarked to him, “is not so good 
as it used to be.” “No,” said Burnand, “it never was " Andi 
suppose that this witty observation of the witty editor of our wittiest 
paper would apply to most regrets such as that retailed to me by 
the friend to whom I allude above. Still, there is a great deal 
in what he says, and taking the average I suppose it is true that 
there is not the precise sort, or perhaps | should say quality, of 
relationship existing to-day between Jewish husbands and their 
wives that once was practically the rule. In the days which I call 
to mind thefe was considerably more “one-ness’’ between the 
Jewish husband and the Jewish wife. Their lives were much more 
closely interwoven ; their interests appeared to be far more identical. 
I am not for the moment thinking of the mutual faithfulness 
which was a characteristic of Jewish married life and which, 
although it is obviously weakened, still characterises Jews and 
Jewesses when compared with those among whom they are 
environed. I am thinking rather of the unity of thought and 
aspiration that marked Jewish husbands and wives. Their 
pleasures they not only shared, but the pleasure of one was the 
pleasure of the other. And they sorrowed together, Their lives 
ran as an even stream which, although we might know and realise 
that it derived from two sources, vet appeared but one, 


There is no need to elaborate this idea, because anyone who 
lived, say, a quarter of a century ago cannot fail after a moment's 
thought to arrive at something of the same conclusion based upon 
personal experience. Iam able to recall more than a quarter of a 
century, but during all that time I can recollect only one case 
before, say,a decade or so ago, where a Jewish husband and a Jewish 
wife were at serious loggerheads. They managed to subsist together. 
often apparently in harmony, even if in their neighbourhood and 
amoung their friends they provided constant subject for debate upon 
the question of which of them was the cat and which the dog. 
I quote this couple as exceptional, and it is only right te add that 
. they were the most eccentric and strange pair that I recollect. 
They were both of them remarkable actors. He went on the side 
of comedy; she on the side of tragedy. And so it happened that 
when this good pair fell out rather more seriously than was normal 
with them, the husband, who, I always understood, suffered from 


troublesome. feet, would come along to recount his woes to his | 


friends, hobbling in proportion to the extent of the grievance he was 
nourishing against bis spouse. Naturally, the more he hobbled 
the more comical did he appear, and the farce was added to 
when after hobbling in the most extraordinary and demon- 
strative way, he set. ouf seriously to tell of some complaint 
against his wife, which usually amounted to the proverbial row of 
pins. But the wife went one better. She had lost her natural 
hirsute adornment and. wore a wig, not for ritual purposes. But 
she had two of these crowns. One, I recall, was smooth and tidy, 
and its bunch of curls were in perfect order. And as she came 
along with this head covering we all knew all was fair weather, or 
moderately so, in that particular garden. But the other wig was a 
dreadful contrivance. It was uncouth, untidy, the curls were there 
but they were in disorderly array, and-as she came along her face, 
of course, attuned to her wig, we prepared ourselves for trouble. 
She would be sure ts have a long list of offences, a string of indict- 
ments against her husband who, since he was a harmless, some- 
what docile sort of individual, never summed up to much more 
than something like that he wanted to smoke and read when his 


better half demanded that he should mount a pair of steps and fix 
up the curtains, 


Excuse this digression, but this couple whom I knew for many, 
'uany years only by their first names, and I suppose of their sur- 
names I was as ignorant as most of their acquaintances, did present 
themselves as the exception to the very even tenour of existence 
that in days gone by was that of the average Jewish husband and 
Jewish wife; and the impression has lasted because it was so 
unique. Things in this respect have surely greatly altered. Jewish 
husbands and wives to-day haye their. interests ‘apart. Their 
pleasures they frequently take separately. Their public work runs 
‘n different categories, Their.friends are not always identical and 
as the period of vacation is at hand, lam reminded how I frequently 
_ hear nowadays what I néver heard years ago, that Jewish husbands 


and Jewish wives think it right, and indeed preferable, to take their 
holidays apart. Perhaps as a pendant to this I ought to add that I 
am assured that many mothers send their children nowadays under 
the care of nurse or governess for the little ones’ holidays and 
themselves go far away elsewhere for their own. A mot! er, a 
Jewish mother, told me not long ago that she did not think it was 
any holiday for her to have ber children with her. Buc the grand. 
mothers in Isracl of whom I am thinking would bave had no 
holiday—they would have had no rest of mind or soul or spirit— 
if they had been thus parted, perhaps by hundreds of miles and 
hours of journey from the tiny apples of their eyes. I do not think 
the grandfathers in Jewry would have felt quite comfortable 
holidaying away from their better halves, while the idea of their 
spouses going off “on their own,” perhaps across the sea to the 
Continent, as is now nothing out of the ordinary, would have been 
one of those notions which, if suggested, would have caused them 
to place their hands to their heads and mutter—messhuga! So 
that, one way and another, there is a good deal to be said for my 
friend's observation, and, of course, I have not exhausted the 
catalogue of instances I could give of the lack of “one-ness" now 
prevalent between Mr. and Mrs. Jew. Just as I am writing, I 
remember not long ago speaking to a, widow with whom IT had 
a somewhat long and intimate acquaintance. Her husband's will 
had just been proved, and she was as surprised as everyone else 
at the amount of probate that had to be paid. She told me 
that her husband bad never divulged to her his financial 
position all the time of their not long married existence. 
{t isimpossible to say that this does not indicate just by way 
of example, less of that mutuality. between Jewish husbands and 
Jewish wives than once upon a time prevailed. 


As I have suggested—and all these things must be looked at 
comparatively—notwithstanding everything, I believe Jewish 
husbands and Jewish wives are still bound closer together in 
thought and sentiment than are the average married people. 
And that brings me to say that, of course, environment with 
custom, fashion, habit which are general for the time being, cannot 
fail to have their influence even upon Jews who do not assimilate 
and whose lives are for the most part cast among our own 
people exclusively. So that, tendencies that have been at 
work among the general population have not left Jews 
unaffected, and, viewing the matter from this wider aspect, 
greatly as I, for one, preferred the “one-ness" and the unity of 


spirit and sentiment that once distinguished Jewish husbands and

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wives rather than the comparative estrangement which is now so 
characteristic, I do not think that we have much about which to 
grieve. For we must not forget that in the other times, the good 
old days as they are called, although thére was much that was 
estimable in the soul-nnion that existed between Jews and their 
sporrses, there was a great deal that was by no means admirable. The 
Jewish husband was even more than the average of the times Lord 
and Master. The wife had not really in many instances much of a 
soul of her own. and the fact that she did not want it did not make 
the absence of it any less reprehensible. Anything in the nature 
of independence of spirit the wife of those days banned because 
her husband would not allow it. If the busband was a bullying 
brute, the wife deemed it her duty not only to put up 
with him but to smile and look pleasant at the treatment he 
accorded her. Andif the wife was a terrible shrew, a garrulous, 
nagging, discontented creature, and there were such wives of course, 
the husband adopted the same “ Kismetic”’ line which the Zionist 
Leader took, I noticed, at one of Congresses, when after he had 
heard a string of complaints about the administration of Palestine 
by the first High Commissioner, sighed and begged the Congress to 
remember that although he could not denyetheir validity, the 
culprit was “doch unserer Schmule.’ The unwritten tragedies 
that must have been enacted in those days when husbands and 
wives hardly bad a thought apart, are surely well unrecorded. And 
so cannot the true answer to my friend's complaint about those 
better days of marital relationship, the days of closer married 
union between Jew and Jewess, be given? Is not much of the 
estrangement that prevails to-day something of a protest against 
the rule of other days’? Is it not a rebound from a habit that 
was not by any means entirely good, and which, if we knew 
all abont it and could have analysed it with anything like 
thoroughness, would have been shown to involve much that was 
bad’? For it is bad when human beings are unfree, and it is worse 
when they do not realise it. Jewish husbands and wives were 
morally fettered in those days and were not conscious of their 
bondage. It is just as bad as when licentiousness mounts the 
throne of freedom and rules in its name. But somehow or 
another, I think human nature has always. the supreme capacity 
of, sooner or later, adjusting itself and finding its true level. The 
rebound, for instance, from the drab asceticism of the days 
of the Puritans, which manifested itself in the excesses of the 
restored Monarchy, found its level in a later period of English 
history. The revolt against the autocracy of Tsardom which 
has exhibited itself in the excesses of Bolshevism is showing 
signs éven now of reverting to a middle distance between 
the two extremes. And so I think that social relations also 
thus become normalised and that so, too, will the quality of 
the relationship subsisting between Jewish husbands and Jewish 
wives, always remembering that it is impossible that they shall not 
continue to be influenced very largely by the vogue prevailing among 
the dominant populations, among whom Jews and Jewesses live. 
We Jews in our marital relations, whatever the differences between 
“then” and “now,” have in comparison always been exemplars 
and patterns to others. We still, I am convinced, maintain in 
this respect a premier position. And as husbands and 


wives become more normally related than is the case among 


the general population to-day, so will Jewish husbands and 
Jewish wives ultimately become, vis-a-vis each other, nearer 
the relationship that characterised their grandparents. But in the 
process of time, there will have been lost the excesses of those days 
and the excesses of to-day, the one as undesirable as the other. 
Haman nature, and above all, Jewish nature, will sooner or later 
always come by its own, and the natural tendency of men and 


women is, happily, in spirit, in thought and in mind to travel ever 
up wards.

Obituary. 


Rasetr MAX HELLER (New Orleans). 
Rabbi Max Heller, who has died at New Orleans at the age of sixty-nine, - 
was for the past forty-two years Rabbi of the Sinai Temple in New Orlean:. 
He was born in Prague and went to America as a young man. He ws 
Professor of Hebrew and Hebrew Literature at the Tulane University. Ho 
wasan honorary Vice-President of the Jewish Publication Suciety of Ameria, 
and he also filled the posts of editor of the Jewish Ledger, of New Yor‘, 
editor of the B’nai Brith Magazine and leader writer of the American I srael;/-, 
of Cincinnati. In 1909 he was President of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. He also assisted in the campaigns of the United Palestine Appa! 
in America, 


Razer M. MORGENSTERN (Poland). 

Rabbi Moses Morgenstern, of Pilaiva, Poland, died last week at tho 
age of sixty-six after a long illness. The deceased came of a long lino of 
Rabbis and Tsadikim in the country, his grandfather being the famous 
Rabbi of Kotzk. He was said to have been the most learned Rabbi in 
Poland. During the past ten years he had been a strong antagonist of the 
‘* Agudah,” maintaining that orthodoxy should have nothing to do with 
politics. Asthe Rabbi died childless, his place will be taken by his youngest 
brother who is now Rabbi of Kotzk, 


Mr. ALFRED SOLOMONS,. 

One of the oldest members of the North London Synagogue, Mr, Alfred 
Solomons, passed away on Monday last in his sixty-first year. His had been 
an honourable and long career of modest service in the cause of Jewry in the 
north of London and district. Enrolled when but seven years of age as a 


_ member of the North London Synagogue by his father—who was one of its 


founders—he worshipped within its walls till the day of his death. When 
he grew to manhood he served in several honorary offices, including those of 
Financial Representative and Senior Warden, rendering yeoman service 
when the synegogue was passing through a difficult time of transition, and 
being ever and always a potent force, a benign personal influence in all the 
activities thet centred round the institution. I think he must have created 
2 record because from the day when he was elected an Honorary Officer of the 
Synagogue he attended the office every day without exception and kept in 
touch with every detail of administration. He thus became not only the 
trusted confidant, counsellor and friend of many of the congregants, but 
pettern and exemplar for all honorary workers. He felt at home especially 
with children. He was the first President of the North London Synagogue 
Hebrew end Religion Classes Committee and held that office to the last. 
He was also one of the original delegates of the Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes and served as a member of its Executive Committee from the day it 
was created. _ He, too, inspired the building of the fine hall and class rooms 
which were completed some three years ago. The deceased took the keenest 
interest in Freemasonry, was the Master and Treasurer of his Lodge and was 
honoured with London Rank. For many years he acted as Preceptor of the 
Canonbury Tower Lodge of Instruction. 

Whatever Mr. Solomons did he performed with. all his heart. In the 
fruit of his manifold labours his spirit will live. The congregation will sorely 
miss his wise counsel his comradeship and leadership. ‘The fruit of the 
righteous is a tree of life’ for those that come after him !—From the Rev.

The deceased took a practical interest in Hebrew and Religious education, 
as evidenced by. his work in the establishment and administration of the 
Amalgamated Hebrew Schools. 

In addition to his communal activities Mr. Baim was a prominent member 
of the Leeds Amateur Operatic Society, and he, together with his wife, gave 
his services freely in this phase of charitable work. 

The funeral, which was on Friday afternoon, was very largely attended, 
representatives being present from practically all the ‘congregations and 
communal institutions. Rev, Dr, Abelson in the eourse of an address said 
the deceased excelled in whatever sphere of communal work he undertook.

SPIRITUALISM.

Very few would evor be taken in by psychic phenomena if they had not 
been taught the false idea that “‘ the dead are really alive somewhere,” or, 
in other words, that they have an immortal soul which lives on apart from 
the body. I challenge anyone to give a single proof text from the Bible 
which says that man has an immortal soul. This theory comes from the 
same source as all spiritualistic phenomena, such as demons or fallen angels.—

Your correspondent ‘‘ Orthodox ” makes an error in not considering 
spiritualism purely from a scientific standpoint. For, otherwise, there is the 
tendency to place too much faith on the views expressed by spiritualist 
leaders. There is almost daily evidence that, authoritative as these thinkers 
are in their own specialised branch of science, they cannot be so well trusted 
on the subject of spiritualism. Recently a lecture was delivered by Sir A. 
Conan Doyle at which he produced a lantern slide of a “ ghost’ standing 
outside a house in Nottingham. A member of the audience, however, 
instantly recognised it as a photograph of himself taken fifteen years ago, 
when, for a prank, he dressed himself up as a ghost and was photographed by 
afriend. Sir Arthur acknowledged his mistake. 

Then there is the famous case of Eusapia Palladino, a medium who 
conducted a number of seances with Sir Oliver Lodge, and who was after- 
wards discovered to be a fzaud. Scores of other like instances could be 
given. The only explanation that spiritualists offer for this deception is 
that mediums, after a time, lose their ‘ powers,”’ and adopt trickery for their 


own economic advantage—a most unsatisfactory condition on which to -.

Puddings for Passover. 


German Paffs. 
Matza meal, 4 ozs. Four eggs. 
Meited dripping, 4 ozs. Clarified sugar, 
Water, 4 pint. Cinnamon. 


PuT the dripping and water in a saucepan and bring to boiling poin& 
When quite boiling stir in the meal, which will form a thick paste. Beat 
up the eggs lightly; remove the mixture from the fire and stir in the 
eggs. Put a tablespoonful of the mixture into greased patty tins, and 


bake in a quick oven. Turn out, sprinkle with cinnamon, and pour over 
clarified sugar. 


: Matza Fritters. 
Matza meal, 4 tablespoonfuls. Clarified sugar. 
Four eggs. Cinnamon. 
Grated rind of a lemon. Oil for frying. 
Ground almonds, 1 oz. 

BEAT up the eggs lightly ; add the meal, ground almonds and lemon 
peel. Mix thoroughly and beat up for a few minutes. Drop in spoonfuls 
in boiling oil, and fry a golden brown on both sides. Drain well, spriokie 
with cinnamon and sugar, and pour over clarified sugar flavoured w'th. 
lemon juice—and if liked a little rum. 


Potato Fritters. 


Use four large floury potatoes; mash quite smooth and add four 


well-beaten eggs. Beat up lightly, and fry and finish off as in previous 
recipe. 


Apple Fritters. 
MAKE a batter with sieved meal and eggs. Peel some large apples, 
remove the core, and cut into thick slices. Dip each slice in the batter, 
aud fry a golden brown. Drain, sprinkle with sugar, and serve very hot. 


Apple Pudding. 
Three matzot. Brown sugar, 4 02s. 
Cooking apples, 1 Ib. Three eggs. 


Currauts, 2 ozs. 


2 Saet, 2 ozs. 
Stoned: raisins, 2 ozs, 


Ciunamon. Grated lemon rind. 
SOAK the matzot in water and squeeze very dry. Put in a basin and 
beat up with a fork, Peel, core and cut up the apples; add them together 
with the currants, raisins sugar, suet and lemon rind. Add cinnamon 
to taste, and mix thoroughly with the beaten eggs. Turn into a dish and 
bake ia a moderate oven for about an hour; or turn into a basin, cover 


with a greased paper, and steam for two or two-and-a-half hours. Serve 
with wine or rum sauce, 


Kremsiekh. 


Three eggs. Beef dripping, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Matza meal, 3 tablespoonfuats. A few raisins 
Ground almonds, | tablespoonful. Ground cinaamon, 3 teaspoonful. 
Sugar, 1 dessertspoouful. Fat for frying. 
STONE and chop the raisins. Boat up the eggs lightly, and mix all 
ingredieats thoroughly. Fry small pieces of the mixture in boiling oil 
or fat.

Every business man will agree that the expenses of an organisation 
should always be judged in proportion to its revenue, The total income 
of the Federation since its inception is £245,248, and its total expenses 
£33,264, showing an averaye per centage of 13°56. For Mr. Straus to 
select a particularly adverse period as the grounds for his statement I 
think unfair, but even during that period the whole of the expenses 
amounted to no more than 31°51 per cent., and this included several items 
connccted with relief. 

Mr. Straus seeks further to justify his case by taking administration 
expenses as against relief grants, omitting certain very important relief 
itews. Apparently be bas not read the balance-sheet in conjunction with 
the Report of Activities, or he would have found that he cannot omit the 
item of £189 8s. 14d., the cost of forwarding letters to relatives, which 
formed an important relief activity of the Federation. Owing to there 
being no postal facilities between Russia and Roumania, the only method 
of communication between the refugees in Roumania and their relatives 
in Russia was through the Federation. In addition to the postage, the 


MISCELLANY. 


Attention has been recently called in the press to the fact that there are 
certain sects of negro Jews existing in different parts of the world. The 
last issue of the JEWISH WORLD contained an interesting account of a 
congregation of negro Jews in New York, which was taken from the 
SEPHARDIC BULLETIN of that city. But the information given in the latter 
journal was not complete. The so-called syna‘ogue is situated in 
Harlem, the negro quarter of New York, and the siga over the entrance 
reads: “The Commandment Keepers. Holy Charch of the Living God. 
Pillar and Ground of the Truth,” &c. The services are conduc'ed by 
Bishop Matthews to jazz music, in which a piano, several tambourines, 
a triangle, a guitar aud a saxophone take part. We are toldthat the Con. 
gregaiion, who fast on Yom. Kippur and eat only kasher meat, belicve 
in Jesus. 


There are, however, two other congregations of negro Jews in \ew 
York, according to the New York SUN, viz., the Congregation B'nai Beth 
Abrabam and that of the Torah Beth Zion, and then deny Jesus. [| am 
not surprised, however, at anything happening ata so-called Synayogne 
in New York. I remember once attending an afternoon service at the 
Temple Emanuel in Fifth Avenue, and the people present were, unmis- 
takably, non-Jews. A notice outside the “Temple” stated that the 
general public, presumably Gentiles, were welcome at the afternoon 
services, and the day on which I attended, they certainly appeared to 
have taken advantage of the invitation. 


Already a large number of Liberal candidates who are Jevs 
have been announced as contestants for Parliamentary honours at 
the forthcoming elections, and the cry is, “Still they come.”

with the replies is covered by the item for general administration 
expences. 

The same argument applies to the item of £136 18s. 7d. incurred for 
the remission of relief grants during the period mentioned. These grants 
must be despatched, and accordingly the cost must be considered as a 
legitimate chargo against relief grants. Mr. Straus also omits the sum 
of £168 19s. 2d., which figures in our balance-shcet as loans to trans- 
migrants, and has altogether failed to take into account the balance in 
hand of £491 12s. 114d. at the end of the period under review. 


As to tho £2,165 earmarked for individual relief, concerning which 
Mr. Straus was informed that it is ‘‘a simple matter of the remittance 
of money from people here to their relatives and friends in Russia,” I 
regret to state that he has again been badly misled. This amount is 
made up of monies subscribed by relatives, and augmented by the 
Federation for specific cases, mainly connected with emigration. Mr. 
Straus will note that, on the “ Receipts” side of the balance-sheet there 
is an item of £1,584 on this account, against an outlay by the Federation 
of £2,165. 

Wo brought the matter before the Beth Din in the hope that on this 
occasion the hearing would be in public, so that the community in general 
might be apprised of the full facts of the situation. I understand from 
the Beth Din that Mr. Straus is of the opinion that no good purpose wou d 
be served by his sppearing before them, because he has already explained 
his position in a letter to THR JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

i believe that I have now made it quite clear that Mr. Straus has 
been labouring under a misapprehension, and, since he is not apparently 
inciined to submit the matter to the arbitrament of the Beth Din, I shall 
await with every confidence a straightf rward withdrawal by my friend 
of his somewhat ill-advised remarks at the meeting of the Deputies. I 
also trust that he will demonstrate his further interest in the Federation 
by coming forward to assist us in our labours. He may rest assured that 
we shall always welcome any advice, either from himself or from his 


friends, which tends in any way to advance the great cause which we 
have all at heart.

Charles Waley Cohen. Mr. Picciotto has been selected as the Liberal 
candidate for Marylebone, and Col. Waley Cohen as the Liberal candidate 
for the Central Division of Portsmouth. 


Colonel Charles Waley Cohen, who is best known to the Jewish 
community as the President of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies, has already seen public service. He was called to the 
Bar in 1903, and in the following year was made a member of the 
Colonial Office Committee of Emigrants Information Board. In 1906 he 
was appointed Secretary of the Select Committee on Post Office Servants. 
He was appointed Acting-Judge in the High Court of Karachi in 1910, and 
he held this post for a year, when he was again appointed Secretary 
of the Select Committee on Post Office Servants. He was mentioned in 
Despatches during the War, and among other distinctions received the 
C.M.G. and the Legion Honneur. 


As I anticipated in this column, some of the Jewish boys were 
selected to represent’the London Federation of Boys’ Clubsin the boxing 
com petitions against the boys of the Navy, Army, and Air Force at the 
Albert Hall last week. B. Caplan and H. Mizler, both of the Oxford and 
St. George’s Club, Stepney, were among the victors. The Princeof Wales 
was present, and he was particularly interested in Caplan’s display, who 
gained one of the most popular victories of the evening. I hear from 
more than one sporting friend that Caplan is likely to develop into aa 
amatcur champion at his weight. 


We are constantly having convincing illustrations of the modernisation 
of Jerusalem. The Holy City is gradually developing into a city of the 
Twentieth Century, and to many lovers of the historic and the antique 
this tendency to modernity is calculated to deprive Jerusalem of much 
of itsancientcharm. Some of its people do not look with too much favour 
upon the introduction of such modern features as tramcars, motor-cars, 
picture palaces and dancing and jazz establishments in the Holy City. The 
latest instance, and perhaps the most striking, of Jerusalem being brought 
within the sphere of the modern world occurred last week, when & 
Zeppelin, which left Friedrichshafen on a five thousand mile tour on the 
Monday arrived flew over the Holy City on the following evening. 


And now Palestine has gone even a step further and appointed 5 
Beanty Queen, according to the Jerusalem correspondent of the DAILY 
EXPRESS. The lady in question is Mrs. Hannah Polani, the wife of 4 
fruit merehant of Tel-Aviv and London, and daughter of the President of 
the Jewish Council of Jerusalem. But Tel-Aviv claims that there is 
nothing modern in this selection of a Beauty Queen, as the event took 
place on the Feast of Purim, and the people were merely-keeping alive 
the memory of Esther, who, by her beauty, was made Queen at the 
Court of Persia and was the heroine of her race. The Beauty Queen at 
Tel-Aviv last Purim was a miik-maid, and she turned her good looks te 
such account as to secure a contract with an important film syndicate. 


Mr. Morris Harvey has hitherto been known to theatre-goers only 45 
a mimic and a revue and musical comedy comedian. But he is now going 
to take a big stepin quite a different phase of dramatic art. I under- 
stand that he will be included in a very talented cast in a revival of 
“Measure for Measure,” which is to be prodaced at the Haymarket 
Theatre on April 23rd by the British Empire Shakespeare Society.

THE JEWISH WORLD 
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English Jewry in the 19th Century. 
LECTURE BY MR. LUCIEN WOLF, 


The concluding lecture of the course on “A Survey of Jewish History 
and Literature,” arranged under the auspices of the Jewish Historical 
feciety and the City Literary Institute, was delivered last week at the 
Institute, Goldsmith Street, Drury Lane, by Mr. Lucien Wolt, who took 
as his subject “English Jewry in the Nineteenth Century.” Mr. J. M, 

.A., presided. 

es ee seamen of his lecture, Mr. Wolf said that the 19th century 
found the Anglo-Jewish Community stirring with the symptoms of a new 
life. The spiritual stagnation of English Jewry had deeply impressed 
a generation of thoughtful and public-spirited men, among whom 
were the Goldsmids an Mocattas. A society for the cultivation of the 
Hebrew Language and Literature was founded by Michael Josephs, Dr. 
Van Oven, Morris Raphal!, David de Sola, Arthur Lumley Davids and 
Moses Samuel. The spirit of independent study and the dawn of historic 
consciousness soon spread, however, to the Synagogue and schools; and 
demands were made both in Duke's Place and Bevis Marks for improved 
services and more modern s¥stems of education. The establishment of a 
Reform Congregation in London in 1841 was condemned by the Orthodox 
camp. The unbappy controversy was at its height when in October, 
1822. Chief Rabbi Herschel died and it became necessary to elect another 
Chief Rabbi. During the interregnum the commupal strife was suspended. 
ana hopes were expressed that, with the new Chief Rabbi, an era of 
peace might be inaugurated. The choice of the Ashkenazi Congregation 
fell on Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler, who had already distinguished himself 
as an opponent of Reform. He protested his anxiety for peace as 
earnestly as the Reformers, but neither side was disposed to make con- 
cessions. The lecturer traced through the bistory of the communal! 
institutions, and referred to the establishment of such bodies as the Board 
of Guardians, Jews’ College, the United Synagogue and its constituents, 
the Deputies, etc. 

Miss Nettie Adler, J.P., L.C.C., moved a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer. . |

VISIT TO LONDON. 


A Jewish detachment of “La Flamme™” (an organisation of. French 
Ex-Service Men visiting London on a pilgrimage to the Cenotaph), 
attended a special service on Sunday morning, at the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, arranged by Rabbi M. Gollop, B.A., Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
H.M. Forces. The Jewish detachment entered the Synagogue with 
pepnants inscribed with the Magen David, and the words “ Anciens 
“ombattants Envages Volontaires Juifs.” The service was conducted 
by the Rey. D. Klein, and an address in French was delivered by Rabbi 
N. Gollop, in the course of which, he said: 

“In the name of the Jewish Community of London in general, and of 
Bayswater in particular, I desire to welcome you, my Jewish comrades, 
ex-Service men of France. Ta what way can I best convey the greetings 
which I desire to give you at this moment? Indeed it is not difficult, if 
we observe the traditions of our ancestors. ThusI bid you Shalem 
Alechem ! Peace be unto you! Weold Service men know very well what 
peace means. Moreover, is there a people in all the world which loves 
peace like ours? Ten'times a day we Jews pray for peace. After the 
Jew has eaten his bread he prays again for peace, and Shalom is the 
watchword of the Jews of all lands. It is a bond of union which 
strengthens the links of friendship between all the members of the House 
of Israel. Nevertheless during the Great War—and indeed during every 
war throughout the ages—the Jew fought very valiantly, each for his 
own country. When war is on we seldom remember that we are Jews. 
and then it is our sacred if painful duty to fight the enemy of our country, 
even if there are fellow-Jews in his ranks. That is just the terrible 
tragedy which war involves for our people. The heart of Israelis rent 
when the Peace of the world is disturbed. Thus when we pray for the 
peace of Israel we pray, too, at the same time for the peace of the whole 
world. We were comrades in war; let us remain comrades in peace !”

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 491.—A “Prince” of the Jews. 


Wy Dear COUSIN, 

We owe a debt of gratitude to Max Brod for his cultivation of the 
Jewish historical novel. - His “Reubeni, Prince of the Jews,” which is 
now available in English, is a very fine entertainment. The author 
catches the spirit of that wonderful 16th century, and gives it a Jewish 
colouring. Of course, be has allowed himself the novelist’s licence, but 
his story is certainly founded on fact. 

A little over four hundred years ago, a Jew appeared in Europe with 
a remarkable personality. Small in stature and ugly to look upon, the 
man must have been possessed of extraordinary will power and determina. 
tion. The expulsion of the Jews from Spain raised the hopes of Jewry 
of the appearance of the Messiah almost to boiling point. Grave writers 
like Isaac Abarbanel published books in which was set forth their flaming 
faith in the approaching advent of the Messiah. Messianic hopes were 
fn the air, and when in the year 1524, a mysterious stranger landed in 
Venice, bringing with him a wondrous tale of a Jewish kingdom in Arabia 
composed of the lost Ten Tribes, there were many—Jews and Gentiles 
alike—who were ready to believe the traveller's story. The Kirgdom of 
Chabor was the designation of the Jewish realm in Arabia; the man’s 
brother Joseph was its ruler, and he himself, the mysterious stranger, 
called bimself David Reubeni, that is, of the tribe of Renben. It was an 
age of discovery; men had sought and found new lands, and travellers’ tales 
were swallowed with avidity. Christians dreamed marvellous dreams 
of Prester John, and Jews could not hear enough about the lost Ten 
Tribes. When, therefore, this David told the tale of his wanderings in 


' Arabia, in Egypt, and im Palestine, and of his marvellous adventures, he 


found many to listen open-mouthed to him. The purpose of his mission 
he gave out to ba to obtain weapons and gunpowder for the army of the 
war-like Jews of the realm of Chabor, who were prepared to drive the 
Turks out of Palestine. 

The stranger propounded his mission to the Council of the Jcowish 
community in Venice; he spoke only Hebrew, though it would appear 
from reports that his Hebrew was not of the purest. Sach as it was, 
howeyer, it sufficed to enable him to tell the story of the lost Ten Tribes 
and of the River Sambation which bounded their territories, a fierce 
stream: on six days of the week and a quiet mirror of waters on the 
Sabbath. Reubewi, despite his small stature, a hors witht the grace 
of acavalier, and he was generally attended by a bodyguard of devote:| 
servants. He undoubtedly possessed the art of impressing the public, 
and whether he cultivated it or whether it came to him naturally, he wa; 
singularly successful in reaching his goal. Ascetic’ in his mode of life. 
given to much praying and fasting and many ablations, he left on thosc 
who saw him the impfession of a tan fired with a divine mission. Yet 
there were some in the Ghetto of Venice who were a little doubtful and 
who scentei an adventurer in Reubeni. 

From Venice he proceeded to Reme. The Jewish ‘community in 
Rome were no less impressed than their brethren in Venice, and before 
long David Reubeni requested an interview with the Pope, the 
Clement VIL with whom Henry VIII of England bad got into difficulties 
about his divorce from Catherine of Arragon. Cleniént Was a enitivated 
humanist, a good-natured gentleman whose troub'es came thick and fast 


upon him. Luther was a thorn in his side in Gt rmany, and the Emperor 


Charles V's policy in Italy was niore than a nuisauce. Apart from ali his 
difficulties, he was the type of man who would have been only too anxious 
to make the acquiintance of a mysterious stranger like David Reubepi. 
When the latter suggested a crusade against the Turks, that seemed to 
strike the imagination of the Pope, w! o already in his mind's eye saw 
Christendom auswering the call of the Bishopof Rome. The picture only 
received additional colour by the part to be played in the c usade by the 
Jews of Arabia. The King of Portugal seemed to be the most likely 
intermediary in this high affair, and to the King of Portugal Clement VII 
comm: nded David Reubeni. 

eubeni reached Portugal in 1525, and made an excellent impression 
on the Court of King John III. The Portuguese monarch was greatly 
attracted by the idea of arming the war-like Jewish warriors of Arabia, 
who would become his allies in fighting the Turk, and for some consider- 
able time Reubeni remained at the Portuguese. Court. Inc dentally his 
stay in Portugal had a beneficial infireneée on Marravos: in that 
country. When Reubeni arrived on the scene King John was about to

8 young enthu«iast- might wreck his plans in 

tenant he delicately suggested to Molcho' speedily to make his way 


In 1527 Molcho appeared in Salonika. On May 5th of that year Rome 
was sacked by the troops of the Emperor Charlies V. The event was for 
Molcho a sign of the times and he preached the approach of the Messiah. 
Edom had fallen low and the Star of Judah was abont to rise. 

He could ‘not rest until he himself visited Rome. There was an 
ancient tradition among the Jews that the Messiah would be found among 
the crowd of wretched beggars at the gates of the Papal city. By means 
of a ruse and a clever disgaise Molcho joined the crowd of mendicants 
which congregated on the Bridge of the Tiber, muttering Biblical verses 
about the destruction of Seir and the power of Israel. He preache i often 
in the synagogue of the Roman Ghetto, and his theme was always the 
approach of the Messiah. But the Inquisition got wind of his activities, 
aud, fearing to be trapped, Molcho made for Venice. There. ia 1 3°. he 
again met David Reubeni. 

The Portugoese bishops, as may be expected, did 1ct k with 
favour on the loss to Christianity of so promising a youth as Diego Pires, 
and it Was not long before Reubeni was under a cloud. He was held 
responsible for the contumacy of Molcho, and the whisperings of the 
clerics resulted in the expulsion of Reubeni from Portugal. Before 
he departed he comforted the Marranos with a promise that soon he would 
send them a message from the liberated Holy City. 

After an adventurous journey on which he was pearly shipwrecked, 
Reubeni was once more in Venice intent on winning the Government of 
the Queen of the Adriatic for the support of his cause. The Venetian 
Senators were becoming suspicions, and gradualiy they came to the 
concinsion that David Reubeni was nothing more than an adventurer, 
and so they would not tolerate him in their city. 

Meanwhile, Molcho, deeply moved by the earthquake in Portugal, 
and the floods in Rome in the autamn of 1530, took on a willer tone in 
his preaching. The Pope invited him to an interview, and was so 
impressed with him that he gave him a letter of protection against the 
Inquisition. The Roman Ghetto meanwhile was divided into two 
camps, the “pro-Molchos” and the “ anti-Moichos.” Of the latter, a 
famous Venctian physician, Jacob Mantin by name, untiringly pointed 
out the dangers that might ensue for the Jewish Community if Molcho 
persist: din his mad course. Mantin went so far as to denounce Moicho 
to the Church, but Molcho escaped, and made his way into Germany. 
He did not, however, go alone: Reubeni was his companion. How the 
two met is not clear. They decided to travel to Ratisbon to influence 
the Emperor Charles V to take up their cause. This time they 
were on a fool's errand. The Emperor had them both arrested ; 
Molcho, who was a renegade Christian, was handed over to the Inquisi- 
tion to be dealt with according to his deserts, aud David Reubeni 
was sent to Spain, where he was thrown into prison and where be died. 

So ended the marvellous adventures of the “ Prince” of the Jews and 
of his henchman, who undoubtedly must have believed in David Renbeni’s 
mission. Abonut this, and about the hero’s movements we know many a 
detail from Reubeni's diary, written in Hebrew, the manu cript of which 
is in the Bodleian Library in Oxford. It all bappened just 400 ye«rs ago. 
Interesting as is the story as a chapter in the annals of Jewish history, 
it becomes still more interesting in the shape of an historical novel, and 
Jews should not be slow to read Max Brod’s “ Reubeni, Prince of 
the Jews.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 
Specially prepared for THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 


“And thus shall ye eat it: your loins girded, ys shoes nite 
your feet, and your staff in you! hand; and ye shall cat uf in haste ; 
it is the Lord's xit., 11. 

The Sabbath that precedes or ushers in the month of Nisan has its 
special reading from the 12th chapter of Exodus, concerned arety with 
the dedication of the month as “ the first of the months of the year.” This 
chapter contains also the regulations and ordinances connected with 
the observances of the first Passover. The month, that was later 
known as Nisan, is described in the Pentateuch as the month Abib— 
the time of the ripening of the grain. It was a very natural period 
to be celebrated as a New Year festival by an agricultural people, 
to whom springtime meant an early and a happy harvesting of seed, 
sown in a sad and dreary winter. Dut for Israel, the month was 
bound up with still more significant memories, that made it for all time 
“the first of the months of the year.” ‘Passover was the one day that 
eclipsed all other days in his romantic career. The redemption, it 
witnessed, was at once the starting point of his national life and the well. 
spring of his religious ideas” (Morris Joseph). It was, indeed, an event 
that was most appropriately set in the period of the glad springtime of 
the year. The poetical Jewish mind eagerly seized on this suggestive 
connection. Was not Israel redeemed at a season when everything in 
nature spoke of love, of beauty and of grace? The Song of Songs lent 
itself so easily to an illustration of this theme of the captive maiden 
rescued by the Divine Redeemer in the happy days of spring. “My 
Beloved answered, and said unto me: Rise up my love, my fair one, and 
come away. For, lo, the winter is past, the rain is over and gone. 
The flowers appear on the eaith, the time ofthe singing of birds is come.” 
But in truth, although the redemption took place in springtime, it was to 
no beautiful garden that the redeemed were bound. Jeremiah speaks 
no less poetically, but more exactly when he relates how God remem- 
bers “ the love of thine espousals,” when the bride followed her Beloved 
“into the wilderness, into a land not sown.” (Jeremiah ii.,2). There is 
no doubt as to the reality of the courage that gave an added sanctity to 
the first Passover. There was firstly a physical courage. The slavery 
Israel endured did not deprive them of the necessities of food or 
even of its luxuries. It perhaps paid their Egyptian taskmasters to 
feed their slaves well. Israel called to mind under their deprivations in 
the desert, how they had sat by the flesh pots in Egypt and had food to 
the full. They had known at the first Passovor that they were being 
called forth from “the garden of the Lord, from the land of Egypt,” 
on a dangerous expedition, with the probable risk of starvation 
and of exposure to the other very real perils of the wilderness. It needed a 
certain physical courage to get ready for that journey. But there was a 
moral courage also to be displayed in the very acts that constituted the 
preparation for the first Passover. They celebrated the freedom that 
Was to come tothem that night, by sacrificing in their homes one of the 
sacred animals of the Egyptians, and boldly marking their doorposts 
with its blood, a signal at once of their rejection of Egyptian idolatry and 
of their submission to the service of the most High God. Again it wasa 
celebration that displayed a complete trust and confidence, for it preceded, 
it did not follow the event it celebrated. It was as they partook of the 
Paschal lamb on that night, that the angel of the Lord went forth and 
smote the Egyptian first-born. There was to be no time for glad 
thanksgiving. That might come later. The festival of freedom 
was first celebrated while Israel yet were slaves. The Passover was to

Those who were going to dclay that departure by foolish argument 
or hesitant attitude were going to endanger not only Israel’s redemption, 
but the spiritual redem ption of the world. When a decisive spirit shows 
itself in the crises of life, the space clears itself around us, and there is 
evidence of room and treedom, that hesitancy fails to achieve. The 
first Passover was one of those critical conjunctures of affairs, when God 
reveals Bimaelt, as He never does at other times. If men seize not these

NOTES ON THE SEDRA, 


Sabbath ‘2D, Leviticus ix., 1—xi., 47. 


1X., 8 “So Aaron drew near.” The act was most significant, singg 
it was his initial service as priest. The tribe of Levi, apart from Aaron 
and his sons, were forbidden to “come nigh unto the altar tha: 


they die 
not” (Numbers xviii., 3); and the fact that Aaron now r saieah and 
obeyed the call of Moses to approach the altar demonstrated that he ang 
his male descendants were in a class apart with reference to tho service 
of the Sanctuary. The solemnity of the occasion was evidence by the 
fact that the High Priest slew the animal for the sin-offering with hisown 
hand. Apart from this special ceremony of inauguration, he only per, 
formed the act of slaying on the Day of Atonement (see xvi., 1)). Although 


there is no explicit mention of it, Aaron dou btless placed his hans upon 
the animal’s head before slaughtering it, in accordance with the rec:\/ation 
stated in iv., 4. 


Verse 9. If the procedure described here is compared with the 
normal rite of expiation (iv., 6), ome notable difference will be discovered, 
viz., Aaron did not carry out the prescription, “ And the priest shall dip 
bis finger in the blood, and sprinkle of the blood seven times before the 
Lord, in front of the veil of the Sanctuary.” The reason why this rite was 
omitted is clear. The newly inducted High Priest had not yet cntered 
within the “ tent of meeting,” and was only introduced there for the tirst 
time when the inaugural ceremony had been completed (see verse 23). 

Verse 10. “He made smoke upon the altar.” Some commentators 
maintain that the verb has notits usual meaning here and must be 
understood as simply denoting “he laid them upon the altar.” The 
reason they give is that these inaugural offerings were consumed by the 
fire that “came forth from before the Lord” (verse 24), and consequently 
there was no fire on the altar which could have caused the portions of 
the sacrificial animal to “smoke.” Apart from the fact that the verb 
cannot mean only placing and must include the sense of burning, it is a 
false assumption that there was no fire on the altar at that point in the 
ceremony. Sacrifices had been offered during the seven days of con- 
secration (viii., 21, 28), and there is no reason for supposing that the fire 
was allowed to die down between the end of those seven days and the 
eighth day with which the present chapter is concerned. 

Verse 11. “Were burnt.” The Hebrew is “he burnt,” which 
obviously cannot refer to the High Priest himself, since he certainly did 
not leave the precincts of the Sanctuary to burn the flesh and skin out. 
side the camp, and risk contracting ritual uncleanness in so doing. The 
verb is, therefore, correctly construed as a passive, in conformity with 
the description of the disposal of the carcass given in xvi., 27. 

Verse 12. There is nothing mentioned here about flaying the burnt- 


‘offering, the skin of which was the perquisite of the priest (compare vii., 5), 


Ehrlich, therefore, argues that the skin was burni together with the 
remainder of the animal. ‘But as was pointed ont in the comment on 
verse 8, in connection with the imposition of hands on the head of the 


animal, details may possibly be omitted from the account in this chapter 
which were for all that carried out in practice. 


Verse 15. “ And the people’s offering was presented.” The American- 
Jewish translation has unnecessarily and incorrectly departed from the 


literal sense of the text. As Ibn Ezra comments, the meaning is: “ Then 
he offered the people’s offering,” 


“As the fixst.”. This must mean, in the same manner as the offering 
recorded in verses 8ff. The Law had ordained (vi., 23) that when the 
blood of a sin-offering was brought into the Sanctuary, the flesh was & 
be completely burnt and no part eaten. The corollary was that when 
the blood was not so treated, portions of the offering fell to the lot of the 
priests. On the present occasion, although the blood was not taken 
into the tent of meeting, the whole of the animal had been burnt. This 
irregularity resuited in the priests being censured by Moses (see X., 16-), 
and Aaron had to explain that there were special features connected with 


the occasion which led to the departure from the procedure laid down by 
the Law (ibid. verse 19.)

Orthodox Convention in New York. 


Stemming the Tide of Irreligion. 
[From a Correspondent—NEW YORK. ] 


The Convention of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations, held 
recently in New York at the Yeshibah College, was attended by about 500 
delegates from 260 Orthodox Jewish congregations. Rabbi Dr. Herbert 
Goldstein, the President, was in the chair. Resolutions were adopted to 
form an Arbitration Board to settle communal disputes ; to demand 
adequate representation of Orthodox Jewry on the Jewish Agency, and 
to promote Jewish educational and Aashrut schemes in America. 

The Conference discussed the action to be taken to stem the tide of 
irreligion among the youoger generation. A feature of the meeting was 
an address by Mr. Nathan Straus, who said that he belonged to one of 
the first Reform Congregations in America, and that ha was disappointed 
with the second generation of Reform Jewish youth. He expressed his 
belief in a more intensive Orthodox Jewish training as the best means of 
stimulating Jewish youth, and in the importance of all three groups, 
Reform, Conservative and Orthodox, working toward that end. “I am 
with you heart and soul,” Mr. Straus told the Conference. 

Rabbi Herbert 8. Goldstein, in the course of his report, told 
of the work of the Union in initiating and causing the pas<age 
of the kasher law in the State of New York, and of its efforts to 
secure an eight-hour, five-day working week. As a result of its work, he 
said, the National Industrial Conference had appropriated a fund to 
investigate the situation with a view towards propagating this plan. 
Rabbi Goldstein spoke also of the efforts made to interest the youth in 
Judaism, pointing to the chapters formed jn various high schools in New 
York City where Jewish children meet at regular intervals to plan and 
participate in Jewish programmes. The Convention authorised the 
establishment of a Central Lducation Council to promote the present 
activities and to establish parochial schools. It declared its intention to 
render support to various Yeshibahs in the United States which required 

A resolution was adopted calling upon the Union, in conjunction with 
the Orthodox Rabbinical Council, to meet with rabbinical and business 
authorities to take action to standardise Shechita and the sale of kasher 
meat through a centralised administration. 

After the appeal of Dr. Moskovitz on behalf of the Ort, a resolution 
was adopted endorsing its reconstruction work. Following Congressman 
Blum’s speech on the calendar reform proposals, the Convention decided 
to oppose any calendar scheme providing for a migratory Sabbath. 

Rabbi Goldstein was elected President of the Union of Orthodox 
Congregations in New York, and Rabbis Margolius, Dr. Bernard Drach.

‘“Marrano” Immigrants in the U.S.A. 
Move to Legalise their Position.

Au agitation is gaining foot to legalise the position of the “‘ Marrano ” 
immigrants by granting them naturalisation. At present thousands of 
these illegal immigrants, of whom a large number are Jews, live in constant 
fear of deportation if their secret leaks out. Enemies of immigration put 
the number as high as a million. 

Congressman Johnson, the anti-immigrationist, has now inttoduced a 
bill to amend the law in this direction; and it has passed the committee 
stage of Congress. It legalises the position of immigrants who entered 
the country before July, 1921, but bars from recognition all those who 
came in after this date, 

The clause of Congressman Johnson's recent deportation bill which 
was to legalise the position of alien immigrants five years after the bill’s 
passage into law, was rejected by the Senate after passing Congress, 


The Free Synagogue. 


A New Temple.

At the Sunday morning Carnegie Hall service of the Free Synagogue, 
on March 47, immediately preceding the sermon by Dr. Wise, the President 
of the Congregation, Mr. Charles E. Bloch, stepped forward and offered a 
word of greeting to Dr. Wise in honour of his fifty-fifth birthday. Thereupon 
tie Chairman of the Free Synagogue building committee, Mr. Joseph M. 
levine, of the New York Bar, announced on behalf of the Executive Council 
that negotiations had just been closed for the acquisition of the site for a new 
Synagogue Home, The site is located on 64th and 65th Streets, a short 
distance west of Central Park West. The entire plot covers nearly 30,000

Dr. Wise, after thanking the officers and members of the Congregation 
for their unfaltering loyalty and devotion to the cause which he and they 
together served, expressed the hope that the construction of the Synagogue 
would be completed in time for the celebration marking the twenty-fifth

plan is to erect an auditorium covering about three stories and seating more 
than 2,000 people ; over the auditorium there will be several stories to provide

Twenty-Three Truck-Loads Sent. 


‘Tho Berlin Central Committee for the Provision of Matzot for Jews in 
liussia bas sent altogether twenty-six truck-loads of MWatzot to Russia 
and Ukraine ; twenty-one have been sent by the Riga Committee and five 
by the Berlin Committee. The money remaining over is being sent for 
the purchase of Matzof on the spot. One thousand individual packages 
of Mateot of eleven pounds each have been admitted into Russia. The 
Committee bas been notified from Russia that Matzot meal will not be 
allowed to «nter the country. — 

The campaiga in New York to raise money for this purpose has now 
been closed. Two Yiddish dailies, the Jewish MORNING JouRNAL and 
‘THE DAY, raised 25,000 dollars and 15.000 dollars respectively. 

The import of Malcot has after all been limited by the Soviet 
authorities tg 15,000 poods, according to a statement issued by the Riga 
Committee.

Jew Demands its Removal. 


[From a Correspondent— BERLIN. } 

The German-Jewish poet, Dr. Freund, created a storm at Brieg, in 
Germany, by demanding on his appearance in Court as a witness that 
the Judge should remove the Cross from his table, He said that the 
State and the Church were separate, and that as a Jew he did mot wish 
to sce the Cross in Court. 

The Christian Press, and especially its Catholic organs, condemns 
the action of Dr. Freund, and demands his punishment; and a question 
on the subject bas been put in the Prussian Diet. The Jewish Communal 
leaders of Brieg have sent apologies to the heads of the local Christian 
Churebes, dissociating themselves from the action of Dr. Freund. The 
Nationalist Jewish Press, however, supports bim, and censures the action 
of the Brieg Community. 


Jewish Children Starving in Lithuania. 


No Government Relief. 


ln the famine-stricken Lithuanian districts, 1,500 Jewish children 
hare teen found by the Oze to be starving. Their condition of health, 
the report of the Oze statcs, is appalling. 

Some forty per cent. of the Jews of Lithuania live in the districts 
affected. They receive no aid from the State relief funds, which go 
exclusively to the peasants. Jewish workers are for the most part with- 
out work. The Gove:inment refuses to remit the taxes on Jcws. 


Poland and Education of Minorities. 
Resolutions in the Senate. 
[From our Correspondenti—WARSAW.) 


A resolution passed by the Polish Senate, proposed by Senator 
Davidsohn, a Jew, requests the Government not to hinder the opening of 
new schools teaching Yiddish or Hebrew; not to appoint fresh members 
to Jewish Community Councils until the matter has been regulated by 
the Sejm and Senate; and to subsidise Jewish relief and charitable 
orcanisations. 

Another resolution moved by the Government and passed by the 
Benate called for greater facilities in higher education and university 
eptranrc without distinction of race, in order that the minorities should 
have no grounds for complaint. 

The Sejm has passed a resolution asking the Government to give 


adequate credits to tradiog co-operatives and to reform the system of 
taxation.

Trouble over Haman’s Portrait.

Lhe Jews of Bialotow, in the province of Radom, Poland, arranged a 
mcrry-makiog procession on Purim, displaying the portrait of Haman.

Next day, some unknown persons altered the discarded portrait of Haman 
to look like Jesus ; they then persuaded the mob that the Jews-had insulted 
Jesus on Purim. The Jews were attacked again, and this time Jewish 
houses wereentered. Order was restored, and nobody was injured. The

Movement for Abolition.

Since 1893 Shechita has been prohibited in Switzerland except during 
the war period; the animals are slaughtered in Lichtenstein and the 
carcases brought back for the use of Jews in Switzerland, under a special 
customs arrangements with the federal authorities.

Up to 
the present one has never heen able to cite a case of a single Jewish girl who 
has been to this school and who has been converted to Christianity. Had

During the last thirty vears only three-conversions of Jews to Christianity 
have been recorded in Constantinople, those of two married men and a girl. 
The first two have returned to the Synagogue after five years, and the young 
virl was converted for a reason not connected with religion. A few months 
aud. om the oecasion-of the renewal of the Bikur Cholim cards te the needy of 
our Community, I made an inquiry to tind out the number of children who 
already attend our communal schools and of those who tramp the streets or 
eo to “foreign” schools. The result of the inquiry shows that only three 
children of poor parents who receive cards for the Bikur Cholim frequent the 
Italian secular school. We admitted them gratis into our communal school 
under pain of being deprived of the Bikur Cholim card. Such is the real 
state of affairs : how, then, can one assert that there are thousands of Jewish 
children who frequent non-existent missionary schools. 

If the Chief Rabbinate of our town has no longer the same splendour 
as it used to have, the reason is very simple ; it is that in an age of absolutism 
the Grand Rabbinate, like the Patriarchy, formed a state within a state, in 
virtue of ancient privileges, which have been abolished by the proclamation 
of a republic and the separation of Church and State. The Angora Govern- 
ment recoynizes the existence of cultural communities, but no longer attributes 
any power to the Grand Rabbinate, although the institation is as autonomous 
and independent as before. 

The Lodge Béxé Brith of our city has intervened, through the medium of 
local Jewish journals, to prevent the reproduction of the statement by 
lr.

Under the Mandate, ani until nog 
the Zionist Organisation is the Jewish Agency. It is charged, uncer Article4 
of the Mandate, with the duty as a public body of “ advising an: operating 
with the Administration of Palestine in such economic, socio! and other 
matters as may affect the establishment of the Jewish Nationa! tome. and 
the interests of the Jewish population in Palestine, and (subject »!wavs to the 
control of the Administration) to assist and take part in the dev «lopment of 
the country.” These words can surely leave no doubt about the political 
nature assigned to the Agency or the National function it is desicned to help 
to fulfil. If, however, there is, it must be dispelled by the fact thot the same 
article in the Mandate declares that the Zionist Organisation i; recognised 
as the appropriate Agency. It has acted in that capacity ever since the 
Mandate was promulgated and there is nothing to show that in the opinion 
of the Mandatory which is made the sole test by the Mandate — it is not 
still the appropriate Agency. 


Zionism and Jewish Nationalism. 


That fact, I contend, leaves no possibility of demur to the statement 
that the Jewish Agency as designed by the Mandate is an instrument intended 
to be of Jewish National endeavour. It may be argued that this i< assuming 
too much, and that the association thus of the Zionist Organisation with the 
working of the Mandate is no more than an indication of the Ziwnist—no 
the Jewish Nationalist-—nature and purpose of the Agency. Zionism and 
Jewish Nationalism it must be admitted are by no means interchangeable 
terms. Zionism is applied now to almost all beneficent efforts in and shout 
Palestine, and although Jewish Nationalism would reasonably come under 
its wide-embracing implications, one can clearly be a Zionist of a sort, while 
repudiating Jewish Nationalism. The excellent Hadassah movement is 
Zionist and yet those conducting it are probably opposed to Jewish \ationalism 
— it is Zionist because it operates in and for Palestine. And so with « any 
other Palestinian—or Zionist—enterprises. But the Zionist (rzanisation 
bears the name it does with no kind of limitation of the meaning of Zionism, 
and its purpose and object is the success of the Jewish Nationalist effort. Of 
this there can be no gainsaying. The Basle programme which is the charter 
of the organisation, declares its goal te be the creation in Palestine of 
publicly recognised, legally secured Home for the Jewish People. ‘That was 
distinctly a Jewish Nationalist platform. For there could not possibly be 
any legally secured Home or any Home that would be publicly recognised 
for our People in Palestine-unless and until they established themselves 
there and made of it a Jewish country. — It could not be attainc:! by mere 
colonies dotted up and down the land, nor entirely by Jewish efiort for the 
upbuilding of the country in general. To imagine that the Basle programme 
could be accomplished unless and until Palestine became a Jewi-h country 
in fact, were delusion. And the Basle programme remains to-day (|e Charter 
of the Zionist Organisation. Does anyone doubt it? Let him, 1! he could, 
get a resolution tabled at the next Congress repudiating that prours imme and 
its contents, and watch its fate. 

But it may be asked whether, although the Jewish Agency pro. ided for 

in the Mandate is a means-for Jewish Nationalisation, the con«mplated 
extended Agency comes under the same category. Well, as a matter of fact, 
an “extended” Agency is not contemplated by the Mandate at ||. What 
is provided for is that the Zionist Organisation in its capacity of Agency © shall 
take Steps in consultation with His Britannic Majesty's Government to secu 
the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in the establishn  1t of the 
Jewish National Home.”

This article appeared as an Editorial in yesterday's Jewish

of its weak and feckless acceptance of the Memorandum. But, even as it 
stands, and if we read the Mandate and the Churchill Memorandum together. 
{ that be possible without dazzling confusion and irritatir g contradiction )— 
if we trv to—it will be seen that Jewish Nationalism 1s still the recognised 
policy. “For the Memorandum, in fact, is designed for the very purpose of 
showing that the policy which was then being pursued by His Majesty's 
Government at the hands of Sir Herbert Samuel was consistent, not that it 
vas inconsistent, with the policy adumbrated in the Mandate ; and that was 
encouragement of Jewish National effort. And it seeks to prove the fact 
hwy reciting how the 80,000 Jews in Palestine had become possessed of their 
‘own political organs” as well as administrative organisations of their 
own. Moreover, Hebrew, the Jewish National language, it pleaded, was a 
“vernacular language,” and the Jews with their distinctive intelectual 
life possessed their own “ political, religious and social organisations, their 
“own customs,” their “ own language,” their “ own life,” “ tm fact national 
characteristics.” And it went on to say that the policy of the British Govern- 
ment was “ the further development” of this aggregation of Jews with the 
assistance of Jews from other parts of the world, giving it ah. he best prospect 
of free development,” declaring that the Jewish people “is in Palestine as 
of right and not on sufferance,” and that the Jewish National Home is ~ inter- 
nationally guaranteed "’ and ** formally recognised to rest upon ancient historic 
connection.” It is clear that, unsatisfactory as was the Churchill Memoran- 
dum to Jewish Nationalists—so unsatisfactory that one of their leaders de- 
clared the document to be “ evanescent,” while another said it must be 
regarded as “‘ a mere phase ”—still, there is not as some would have us believe, 
any repudiation of Jewish Nationalism in it. On the contrary, both impliedly 
and actually, however disingenuously, it is intended to confirm the policy 
of the Mandate, under which the extended Jewish Agency is being got together, 
as one for encouraging and developing Jewish National effort in Palestine. 
That, in short, is the meaning and the purpose of « tting up there what in the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate is termed the ‘ National Home for the 
Jewish People.” 
What place then is there in an organisation, such as the proposed extended 
Agency, which, if it exist at all, is to exist for the sole purpose of securing 
‘the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in the establishment 
of the Jewish National Home,” for Jews who are opposed in principle to 
it? What arrant nonsense it is to laud such an effort as an attempt to 
secure unity of purpose, when the Agency is to consist, as to a moiety, of 
Jewish men and women who are Jewish Nationalists and as to a moiety of 
those to whom Jewish Nationalism is detestable ? That there are men and 
women of such mentality that, though being anti-Jewish Nationalists, they 
are willing to identify themselves with the Agency—for one reason or another, 
in some cases the utterly contemptible one of wishing to wreck the policy 
of the Mandate—is a matter for bitter regret. Equally so is it to find Jewish 
Nationalists—also for some reason or another, sometimes entirely detestable 
-~parading this scheme as a holy pact, and as a consummation of Jewish 
National strivings. The proposed Agency has been called by, or for, them 
Coalition.’ That is an ignorant solecism. A Coalition is the co-operation 
of those who, differing in principle on many points, are agreed to submerge 
those for the sake of one supreme object. For instance, there was a Coalition 
Government during the War, composed ef men opposed to each other on 
most matters, but agreed in the one over-ruling purpose of winning the War 
for the Allies, But we have just the very contrary in the proposed extended 
Agency. The Jewish Nationalists and the anti-Jewish Nationalists, of 
whom it is to be composed, agree on some points, but are at definitely cross- 
purposes on the vital issue. The former desire the success of Jewish 
Nationalism, the latter its defeat. How in reason or sheer consistency can 
that be called a Coalition t How can it eventuate in anything except intensi- 
fied strife and disagreement, disappointment, and disillusionment ? 


Herzl's Appeal. 


It will, I suppose, be suggested that assuming all this be true on paper, 
where is the harm in making the experiment ? Perchance those who are 
brought into the Agency Scheme will become converted to Jewish Nationalism? 
Ur again, it is ventured, the policy of the extended Agency is the one laid 
down by the great founder of the Zionist—the Jewish Nationalist—Move- 
ment, who also endeavoured to “rope in” anti-Jewish Nationalists, but 
did not succeed in doing so.

tut, it will be objected, there remains the question of what, in the 
circumstances, to do in Palestine. for the implementing of the Mandate,so 
far as Jews can help in that work.

+l would repeat, of a philanthropic kind—could be obtained in a year in, 
say, South America, than in many and many a year in Palestine. Be that 
ali as it may, however, I do not fear for the Jewish National future of Pealstine 
-however long delayed success may be—so leng as Jewish Nationalism 
sarvives in Jewry. And it follows that. in my belief, in such event alone 
Judaism can as a world-force be safe. But compromise with the Jewish

INTERESTING DEBATE. 
| From our Corre spondend —NEW York. | 
An interesting debate was held at the Society for the Advancement of 
Jadaism on March 16. The subject was the Jewish Agency. Mr. Maurice 
Samuel, the well-known writer and a member of the Administrative Com- 
uuttee of the Zionist Organisation of America, supported the scheme, and 
Mr. Jacob de Haas, secretary of the “* Back to Herzl ” group, opposed. 

Professor Isracl Wechsler, a prominent Neurologist, presided, and in the 
course of his opening speech, said: “ The Jewish Agency should not be 
publicly opposed. It is now a fact, and no true Zionist should try to place 
impediments in its path. Doubts may have been expressed as to the advisi- 
bidit y of the steps taken, but the Agency is now a fact, and both sides should 
mite to create a stronyer Zionist Organisation.”

The tenor of the negotiations, said Mr. De Haas, and the languave of at 
public discussion that has surrounded the matter shows a failure to recognise 
the fundamental and basic character of the Jewish Agency. Whatever 
interpretation some Jews put upon the phrase Jewish Nationa! Home, he 
proceeded, the sponsors of the Declaration, Earl Balfour and !’resident 
Wilson, both formally translated the term into a current word of known 
politica! significance—-commonwealth. This phrase too occurs in the Zionist 
petition. The political significance of the term Jewish National Home is 
stressed by the mandate not only broadly but in its specific reference to the 
recognition “ given to the historical connections of the Jewish people with 
Palestine.” The Mandate for Palestine indeed differs from all other mandates 
in that it is the only Class A mandate in which the rights of the resident 
population are made subject to the immigration of another peopl: whose 
settlement is to establish a new set of political conditions. 


Ambiguous Approach to Problems. 

Though the Churchill White Paper sets aside certain notions pr \iously 
held as to the British policy in Palestine the official declarations mac priot 
to the issuance of Mr. Churchill's memorandum, and subsequent to it, prac- 
tically to date, all agree in meeting Arab claims to self-government or the 
establishment of democratic institutions in Palestine by the statement that 
the mandatory has obligations to the Jews that run counter to the Arab 
pretensions. One quotation will serve. Though made in 1922 it is prac- 
tically identical with the language of recent responses to Arab petition-. 

The British Government refused autonomy to the present population 
in Palestine because “the creation at this stage of a national government 
would preclude the fulfilment of the pledge made by the British Government 
to the Jewish people.” And the British Government could ~ not silow 4 
constitutional position to develop in a country for which they have ice pted 
responsibility to the principal allied powers, which may make it impractical 
to carry into effect a solemn undertaking given by themselves end their 
allies.” (Commend paper 1700, page 6). 

We might, however, dispense entirely with the Zionist Orgarisation 
if the object it seeks is achieved by others, added Mr. de Haas. Its /eadets 
yield, however, without asking for guarantees of any kind. There are ne 
agreements that its deficits will be covered, and no outlook for independent 
money faising once the Aeren Hayesod is transferred to the Agency.

Those who have read Colonel Wedec 
wood’s book, “‘ The Seventh Dominion ” and studied the aims of the new!y- 
formed league express themselves favourable to the movement. Those who 


have merely glanced at the movement from the surface entertain a feeling 


words of respect, attenton and enthusiastic approval for our national | 
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of aversion to it, A third faction of Zionists see no objection to the status 


of Palestine as a seventh British Dominion if they can be sure that z tho 
richts of the Jewish people will be protected.” Officials of the Zionist 
Organisation of America ate hesitant about giving their views. The Oppo- 
sitjonist and Revisionist groups likewise express no opinion but admit they 
are watching the developments with keen interest. 

Individual Zionists of standing whom I interviewed recently 
chowed much diversity of sentiment and outlook. Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
president of the Zionist Organisation of America believes that it is too early 
for Zionists to give any attention to what he termed an “ agitation.” Mr. Jacob 
Fishman, editor of the Jewish Morning Journal and a member of the “Actions ”’ 
Committee denounced the movement as being a “ substitute for the Jewish 
Agency.” Mr. Jacob de Haas, while unwilling to state an opinion until he 
had further studied the entire matter, showed me an unpublished letter he had 
written to Colonel Wedgwood some months ago. ~ My part in writing to 
vou (said the writer, inter alia) is to repeat what the Jew said to the Gypsy 
when she read an unthought-of project in his palm; ‘ It’s a new idea but it 
is worth the money’ . . The Jews, I believe, could be won to your theory 
of the Seventh Dominion provided this big idea were handled in a big way, 
‘To have the Jews sit in as equals in the Council of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations is a new but far from an un-acceptable idea.” 

The Jewish Press has for the most part remained curiously silent, but 
there is a unanimous opposition among those journals who have ventured an 
opinion, The Jewish Exponent says in part: ‘* Palestine can ill afford to 
launch upon @ new venture now or even to have new ventures launched on 
its behalf. . . Palestine under the League of Nations and Palestine as a 
British Dominion presents two different aspects, and may bring about two 
entirely different reactions. The friends of Palestine—and Colonel Wedg- 
wood is certainly one of them—should do their utmost to accelerate its 
development. They should do nothing, however, that might be construed 
as tying a permanent rope around its neck.” 

Writing editorially in the Review of the Society for the Advancement of 
Judaism, Professor Mordecai M. Kaplan deplores the fact that the Seventh 
Dominion movement should have become a public issue at all. The move- 
ment (he says) will certainly encounter the opposition of other nations who 
cannot be expected to regard with equanimity the prospect of British strategic 
domination in the Nearer East,and the ultimate result will be to make Palestine 
again, as in ancient times, the football of empires. Palestine cannot afford 
to accept such an honour. One of the ideal aims in the movement for the 
restoration of Palestine is that Palestine, as the birthplace of the vision of 
universal peace and the home of the people that has produced the greatest 
prophets of peace, should become a force for world peace and living symbol of 
that ideal. And to make of Palestine a strategic outpost of the British 
Empire is to destroy that ideal. It is nowhere, and certainly not here, 
maintained that behind the Seventh Dominion idea is the anticipation of 


military operations in the Nearer East, in which Palestine will have admirable 
uses as a base. But impericlist relations take devious courses, and the 
destiny of Pelestine should never be involved in these. 

We should seek to place Palestine definitely outside the province of 
international wrangling, and to this end, if it is at all time to consider the 
political future of the Jewish national home, we should advocate for Palestine 
the position of a protectorate under the direct suzefainty of the League of 
Nations. 

It is felt in some circles that with the impending Jewish Agency 
and its innumerable problems Zionism has adequate worries at present, and 
that the Seventh Dominion Movement is therefore inopportune, It is 


evident, however, that there is much ignorance concerning the aime of Colonel

Those who were workers for the Fund must exert all their energies in 
order to make the Tenth Bazaar a success. 

Major Nathan, in declaring the Bazaar open, said he had the privilege 
only a few months ago of presiding at the Guildhall Banquet on the historic 
occasion of the Balfour Forest Dinner, when the magnificent sum of 
£17,000 was raised for the purposes of creating that Forest. But for all 
that he was bound to say that he regarded that East London Bazaar as, 
in a sense, the backbone of the Jewish National Fund Movement in 
London. Were it not for the arduous work of their people in East 
London, he doubted whether there would have been an English Jewish 
National Fund atall. He always thought that a bazaar was not merely 
for the collection and sale of goods, Its object was to collect people to 
work in a co-operative spirit. The Jewish National Fund déserved much 
support, because it was an ideal combined with a reasonable measure of 
business foresight. 

Mr. P. Horowitz, the General Secretary of the Jewish National Fund, 
in proposing a vote of thanks to Major Nathan, said that the object of 
settiing people on land, which should be the inalienable property of the 
whole Jewish people, had been the ideal of the Fund for the last thirty 
years. To-day, five per cent. of the land was in their possession. The

British Citizenship for Palestinians, 
QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


“Do you propose before the dissolution to take any steps to confer the 
rights of British citizenship upon Palestinian citizens and upon British 
subjects the rights to vote &c., enjoyed by Palestinian citizens in 
Palestine?” Col. WEDGWOOD asked the Colonial Secretary in the House of 
Commons, last week. 

Mr. ORMsBY-GORB, Under-Secretary to the Colonial Office, replied: No, 
Sir. Palestinian citizens are not British subjec's and can acquire British 
Nationality only by naturalisation, provided they satisfy the con ‘itions 
of the British Nationality and Status of Aliens Acts. As my Rt. Hon. 
Friend bas stated before, it was decided on general grounds of policy, to 
confine the Municipal franchise in Palestine to Palestinian citizens. My 
Rt. Hon. Friend does not think it desirable to modify this arrangement. 

Col. WEDGWOOD: May I ask whetber there is any prospect, in the 
first place, of British citizens getting the vote in Palestine and, in the 
second place, whether the Colonial Office have in contemplation the 
possibility of dual citizenship in the case of Palestinian subjects? 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: As the Right Hon. Gentleman knows, the inter- 
national state of Palestine is that of a Class A Mandate, governed by the 
particular clause of Article 22 of the Covenant, which recognises Palestine 
as provisionally a separate state, subject to tutelage and control by us, 
and the question which the Hon. Member raises now is one of inter- 
national interpretation, which makes it extremely difficult to have any 
reform such as he proposes. 

Col. WEDGWOOD then asked whether there would be any objection 
whatever among Palestinian citizens to their enjoying the rights of 
British citizens in England, and whether the only objection to that 
policy did not arise from fear of what some other countries represented 
on the League of Nations might possibly think. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: No, that is not correct. We have to carry out 
strictly the exact terms of the Mandate and the general treaty obligation. 
But if a Palestinian citizen is resident in this country or in a British 
colony for the requisite length of time he can apply for naturalisation like 
any other person who is born or who resides in a British colony. | 

Sir RoBeERT THOMAS (Liberal, Anglesey): Will the Right Hon. 
Gentleman do his best to get Prlestinian citizens back to their native 
land? (Laughter.) 

Mr, WEsTWOoD (Lab., Peebles and Southern) : Including the organiser 
of the Liberal Party.

TRAVEL BY NIGHT AND SEE THE COUNTRY. 


[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.] 


“ Are there two scales of Justice and two kinds of treatment—one for 
those who travel through a tourist agency and another for those tourists 
who travel on their own?” asks a disgusted visitor in a letter to the 
Palestine Press. “ Does the English Government permit the local Customs 
a to act in such a one-sided manner?” he further asks. “I cannot 

elieve it!” 

Here is his story. “Waiting on the shore at Haifa for the arrival of 
my brother from America on the * Mauretania,’ I noticed that when the 
first group of passengers, who booked through Thos. Cook and Son’s 
Acency, were taken ashore with their baggage, the baggage was laid out 
in a line, and the Customs Inspector asked the passengers if their baggage 
contained any dutiable goods. Thereupon Thos. Cook’s man replied for 
them in the negative, and the luggage was removed immediately without 
being opened at all. Then the second group of passengers were-taken 
ashore, those who were travelling unescorted. Every piece of their 
luggage Was removed to an inspection room, thrown together anyhow, 
aul every trunk, hand grip, hat box and suit case, was opened and very 
thoroughly examined.” 

Another disgruntled vistor writes ; “I ask you—is it reasonable that 
I should be compelled to travel all night in a train in order to see (sic) 
your country? Most of your visitors, I believe, are like myself—elderly, 
Surely it should not be beyond the wits of your State Railways to run a 


day train from Egypt. What are your tourist agencies and your Chambers 
of Commerce doing about it ?”

Where he failed it is not likely that anyone else would succeed, so they 
are wise not to venture. . 
\t the same meeting, I observe, Mr. Cyril Henriques raised the 
question of the omission from the pew ritual of all refererce to the 
rebnilding of Zion. In reply, the Chairman, Mr. Philip 8. Waley, said 
that all reference bad not been cut out, “only that which one might call 
political and National Jndaism bad Yen eliminated; words referring to 
the spiritual rebuilding remained.” This strikes me as one of the most 
rewarkabloc statements that has been made even recently at the West 
London (lefoerm) Sypagogne—and there have been pot a few. What on 
earth Mr. Waley means by political Jnodaism or Natioral Judaism I! 
should like him to explain. For my part, 1 cannot conceive of either the 
one or the other, althongh I understand and appreciate Jewish 
Nationalism, and know what Jewish politics are. One hardly ought to 
expect such solecisms as this at a meeting of a Congregation of British 
Jews. But of even more importance—mach more—was Mr. Waley’s 
statement that in arranging the new ritual words which indicated the 
“ spiritual rebuilding” of Zion had of set purpose been included. That 
is to say—if the Chairman's w rds are meant for what they imply— 
that the Christian doctrine of Zion has been followed; for Christianity 
takes up exactly this attitade concerning a purely spirttual Zion. Indeed, 
I should say that precisely here is really nine-tenths of the difference 
between the Jewish and the Christian attitudes religiously ; and this can 
bo gathered from the attitude adopt«d by the founder of Christiar ity 
and his disciples in their days towards Jewish national aspirations. I 
vio not know, but Ishonld be surprised to learn that Dr. Montefiore or 
the “ Liberal " Jews are believers in a “spilritval rebuilding” of Zion. 
Like the original German Reformers, they reject the Jewish belief in 
Jewish National restoration, but I take it that they do not, any more than 
did such men as Geiger and Einhorn, regard Zion asa spiritua! conception. 
Tn vaaw of what Mr. Waley says, however, I suppose we must not be sur- 
prised if those well-known Christian bymns, “Jerusalem the Golden,” or 
Jerusalem on high,” are now added to the Berkeley Street s« lection.

(4; that the question of an automatic brake for the machine to hold the 
Pen ready with the animal in it, should be investigated. 


ANOTHER SLAUGHTERING DEVICE. 

A new device for siaughtering animals for Jewish consumption was 
demonstrated at the Liverpool Corporation abattoirs. 

The device—a metal “head saddle”—was invented by Mr. E. Y. 
Davies, butcher, Albany Road, Kensington, Liverpool. 

When the beast has bven “cast” on its back, the usual procedure is 
forthe head to be held in position ‘by-hand while the Shoche! cuts the 
throat. By Mr. Davies's apparatus which several Corporation officials 
saw in use, a 15 ewt. bullock had been thrownand it was only « matter 
of seconds before Mr. Davies, single-handed, bad adjusted the saidle—as 
iron frame attached to along handle round its head—and the S/oc/het had 
operated. 

The apparatus works on the leverage principle, and there was ne 
difficulty whatever in keeping the bnilock’s head rigid. The animal did 
not flounder in the least. : 

We understand that a demonstration of this apparatus is shortly © 
be made in London.

Mr. Daniel Williams (Official 
Receiver) reported that the debtor, who had been in England for thirty-two 
years, cstimated his liabilities at £1,185, but the proved and probable claims 
amounted to only fi3. The assets had realised £88, and a dividend of 
is. lid. in the € had been paid on proofs for £576.

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Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR. 


The stock markets are gradually getting into their stride following 
the Baster holidays. It is only natural to find business on a rather 
restricted scale, as there are several factors making for caution among 
investors and speculators. In the first place, the end of the long 
account is approaching. There is never much inducement to open 
fresh commitments just before the carry over, although it frequently 
happens that bargains are available for those prepared to buy and 
take stock off the market almost immediately. A little further ahead 
‘s the annual Budget statement with its many uncertainties. Estimates 
of the Budget figures proved most encouraging and were responsible 
for a revived demand for Government securities and other high-clers 
stocks. Still further ahead is the General Election, so that altogether 
factors on the horizon make for rather subdued conditions in the stock 
markets for a while. It is generally thought, however, that values 
have now discounted most probabilities. In certain sections an 
improved demand is noticeable. This is particularly the case with 
British Government securities, home railway junior stocks, and to 


some extent oil shares. 
advantage following encouraging statements regarding the industry 
by Mr. 8. B. Joel, who has just returned from a lengthy tour in South 
Africa and Northern Rhodesia. American influences are less acute 
than of late and the reaction in market values over there has done more 
good than harm to conditions here. 


Home Railway Stocks. 

The murket position for home railway junior stocks appears to be 
s‘cadily improving. This seetion of the Stock Exchange has been under a 
cloud for a considerable time past. Earnings have been very poor owing to 
staynant trade and road competition, but by strict economies the companies 
were able to pay reasonable dividends for 1928 entirely out of earnings. 
There are indications at the moment of distinct improvement in the coal 
industry of the country. A continuance must favourably affect the position 
of the home railway companies, In addition the railways have powers to 
embark upon road transport and on the whole the outlook is clearer than for 
some time past. Prices for the various ordinary and deferred stocks of the 
four leading companies are still at comparatively low levels. Yields of over 
fi per cent. are still available on last year’s dividends and at current market 
valnes. It is too much to expect prices to advance without interruption. 
Fluctuations wilh undoubtedly occur, but over a period there should be a 
higher level for the junior stocks of the railways providing, of course, that 
the coal industry continues to make the progress anticipated by those closely 
connected with the coalfields. London Midland & Scottish now standing 
at under 55 are regarded as well worth putting away for a while, and a similar 
remark applies to Great Western ordinary standing at a little under 83. 
Southern deferred also has possibilities at the current price of 331, while the 
most attractiye speculative investment of the London & North Eastern Co. 
is to be found in the Second Preference stock now standing at 57 and entitled 
to 1 per cent. cumulative dividend.

“WAKE UP AND DREAM” (LONDON PAVILION). 


Dancing is the main impression carried away from Mr. Cochran’s 
(999 Revue; dancing. varying from the classic grace of Tilly Losch as 
the “ Blue Bird.” with Toni Birkmayer as her partner, to the jazz ecstasies 
of the Young Ladies. The variety of footwork was not less decorative 
‘han stimulating. Delibes’ music stands the test of time excellently in 
“Coppélia,” where one seems to watch a ballet from the wings. Cater- 
ing for all tastes as usual, the now customary ingredient of satire on 
Victorianism is provided by Mr. Cochran in the “Gold Rush of 1849, a 
queer medley of garments and characters; and Mr. J. Hastings Turner, 
the writer of the book, gets his chance in “ Split Seconds with the Great, 
four miniature encounters between present and past, conceived somewhat 


after the style of Landor’s “ Imaginary Conversations.” Dr. Johnson's - 


meeting with Bernard Shaw is perbaps the most piquant of them. 
Possibly the music is in parts not up to the sparkling standard of other 
years, but George Metaxa and William Stephens were admirable 
in the material that was given them. Frank Collins was the pro- 
ducer: the fall variety of what be produced cannot be indicated in a brief 
paragraph, but broadly speaking the revue dances rather than sings its 
way towards an inevitable success. 


“THE MAN IN DRESS CLOTHES” (Lyceum). 


Mr. Seymour Hicks’ revival moved from start to finish with the com- 
pination of efficiency and speed now denoted by the word “slick.” A 
great deal of hard work as the Comte d’Arbois fell to Mr. Hicks’ own 
share; but the young Comtesse, as played by Miss Ellaline Terriss, had 
a verve of her own without which his efforts would bave been far less 
effective. As it was, the two provided their usual ideal combination, 
greatly and deservedly appreciated by the audience. In the minor parts, 
Mr. Edmund Gwenn, as the Comte’s friend Henri; Mr. Frank Neil as the 
broker’s clerk ; Miss Etleen Peel; and Miss Margaret Yarde as a 
restaurant attendant, each gave sparkling little performances. For an 
evening of amusement, unclouded by any fault of acting, commend us 
once again to Mr. Hicks. , 


“BIG FLEAS” (Comepy). 

Hotel life, it seems, breeds three ranks of society. There are ordinary 
boobs, such as the Gibson honeymoon couple and Major Carrington (Rex 
Caldwell), who has one foot inthe grave and the other on a golf-course. 
There are ordinary hotel crooks who filch uninterestingly from their 
fellow-guests and lurk in wait for pearl. necklaces. And there are 
super-crooks “who bite ’em,” passing for honourable gentlemen 
who travel about with the aforesaid necklaces, or for police inspectors 
at suitabie moments. In the midst of this rather machine-made 
farrago insert the inevitable heroine barmaid, Anne Wise (Margaret 
Delamere), flashing mystically into the sub-consciousness of the hero- 
crook, Richard Van Dyron (Basil Foster), and the prescription is com- 
plete; although it is not very specially flavoured with wit. Reginald 
Purdell as Goodstein, the funny foil to Arthur Finn as Burton, perhaps 
did most towards keeping the “ fleas,” big and little, on the move. A well: 
groomed audience appeared to find itself pleasantly tickled by these 


veulting fancies, and not at all inconvenienced by the fact of their being 
rather small game. R. N. 


“THE FAR-OFF HILLS” (“ Q.”) 


Sara Allgood, who has rightly been described as the greatest Irish 
actress living, was the “star” in a real Irish comedy, entitled “The 
Par-off Hills,” by Lennox Robinson, and presented at the “Q” by the 
Bt. James’ Productions, Ltd. The characters were both intensely human 
and very Irish. Fred O’Donovan, who played the part of Patrick 
Clancy, a widower, threatered with blindness and devoted to his three 
daughters, was at his best throughout. But it was the acting of Sara 
Allgood, as the elder daughter, who set herself the task of looking after 
her younger sisters, and who longed to become a nun, which earned the 
most applause. The two younger sisters, played by Joyce Chancellor 
and Joan Maude, were charming, as was also Miss Una O’Connor as Aunt 
Busic, who eventually became the second Mrs. Clancy. The author and 
the artists thoroughly deserved the prolonged applause they received.

Auntie’s Chat, 


There has lately been a discussion concerning the wisdom or 
otherwise of a censorship of books, the question whether books deemed 
to be objectionable or harmful should be prohibited from being circu- 
lated. There is a censorship in existence in this country regarding 
plays and films, but it is seldom appied to books. It is worth 
recalling, however, that Jewish books, especially the Talmud, were 
frequently the object of the attentions of censors, in some cases 


appointed by the Jews ti emselves, in order to remove any possible 
source of complaint by non-Jews, 


CHURCH CENSORS, 


Under the Inquisition Jewish books were very drastically dealt 
with by the censors of the church and all passages supposed to be 
a reflection upon Christianity were cut out. The most senseless 
lengths were gone to in order to eliminate any expressions dee: ed 
objectionable to Christians or Christian rites, even though the actual 
coutext had no bearing whatever on Obristianity and referred merely 
to ancient idolatry. Certificates were attached to such works testify- 
ing to the fact that they had been dealt with by the censor. There 
was no finality in this censorship, and books already dealt with by one 
censor cou'd be demanded for farther revision by another. There are 
examples of books which had been throngh no le«s than five censors’ 
bands. This was due to the fact that previous revisers were not 
trusted, and in many cases the owners got rid of the censor’s marks 
and restored the passages blotted out. 


EVADING THE CENSORSHIP. 4 


Sometime» the Jews were able to evade the censorship wholly or 
in part by bribing the censors, who, in many cases, were apostate 
_ Jews, who alone had the requisite knowledge for the work. Books 
have been preserved which bear the censor’s certificate but which 
were hardly touched. In view of the fact that heavy punishment was 
meted out to anyone found in possession of uncensored books, the 
Jews went to great trouble in many cases to get books censored before 
publication, but even then they were not always safe from the 
attentions of the cbureh authorities, who did not miss many oppor- 
tunities of harassing the Jews. It says a great deal for the love of 
literature displayed by our people in the Middle Ages that a favourite 
ferm of persecution was to attack them through their books.

{nu addition to burning Jews at the stake, these cruel servants of 
Kome also made bonfires of Jewish books, and copies of the Talmud 
were frequently burned in public. Had it not been for the fact that 
the Jows were widely scattered, and when they were persecuted in 
one place they were comparatively safe in another, there can be no 
doubt that most of the treasures of Hebrew literature would have been 
irretrievably lost through this ruthless and barbaric warfare waged 
against Jewish books. While the Popes were not always consistent 
in regard to the censorship of Jewish books, some permitting what 
others disallowed, the at'acks went on till the mi idle of the cighteenth 
century, and as late as 1775 the Vatican drew up a very full Jist of 
Hebrew books that were to be subject to restrictions. 

THE CENSOR IN RUSSIA. 

in Russia, too, there was'a very active censorship against Jewish 
publications. THE JRWISH CHRONICLE frequently came under the 
censors notice in the days ofthe Tsar. Hevrew literatare in Russia 
suffered greatly from total prohibitions or the work of the censors. 
These artificial restrictions of letters d+ feated their own purpose. 
They merely tended to make the prohibited boo'’ts all the more pre- 
cious and helped to keep them in circulation. The spirit of man will 
not be put in shackles, and, so far as our literature was concerned, the 
censorship was particularly senseless because our writers were vot 
concerned with material things but occupied them elves for the most 
part with religi-us matters. Nowadays, fortunately, Jewish writers 
have little to suff-r from censorship.
